'Jobs A nd Progress' Issues Sm ashed By Voters 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Gov. 
Jam es 
A. 
R hodes’ 
proclaim ed 
“ Blueprint for Ohio’’ lay in ashes 
today after Ohio voters handed the 
three-time Republican governor the 
most lopsided defeat of his political 
career. 
The 
four-point 
program , 
four 
separate questions on the ballot, was 
crushed in both urban and rural voting 
booths, with as many as 80 per cent of 
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those voting rejecting aspects of the 
plan. 
The m argin was the widest on the 
two issues which would have raised the 
state sales and gasoline taxes. Those 
two issues together were a $4.5 billion 
bond issue, the largest ever put before 
American voters. 
The only comparable defeats for 
Rhodes were his ill-fated attem pt to 
c reate a pow erful Ohio Bonding 
Commission in 1967, downed 2-1 at the 
polls, and his first bid for the gover­ 
nor’s chair in 1954, a bid smashed by 
incumbent Frank J. Lausche. 
Rhodes conceded defeat Tuesday 
night with the count only one-third 
complete. 
“ The people of Ohio have spoken, 
and I will abide by their decision,’’ the 
somber governor told a jam m ed State- 
house news conference. 
He thanked the program ’s sup­ 
porters, saying they deserve credit for 
having “ worked for the future of 
Ohio,” and pledged his administration 
will continue efforts to solve the state’s 
ills. 
Opponents called the defeat “a clear 
victory for common sense” and an 
affirmation of the voters’ ability to 
understand and judge a complex issue. 
With scattered returns still to be 
compiled in three rural counties, the 
results were: 


Tax abatem ent for new industry, 
567,986 in favor, 2,130,299 against. 
Transportation bond Issue, 438,811 in 
favor, 2,268,652 against. 
S tate-assisted housing program , 
858,920 in favor, 1,854,936 against. 
Capital improvements bond issue, 
484,463 in favor, 2,166,126 against. 
They were a package Rhodes said 
could lead Ohio out of recession and 
tow ard econom ic prosperity. 
In 


campaigning, he stressed the massive 
infusion of new money would provide 
jobs for Ohio’s 390,000 unemployed 
while giving the state badly needed 
capital improvements. 
Opponents argued its somethmg-for- 
everyone philosophy was m eant to pay 
campaign promises rather than cure 
the economy. They said the program 
was ill-conceived and fiscally unsound, 
dubbing it a “blueprint for disaster.”

Seated O n School Board 


Six persons ran for the three seats on 
the Circleville Board of Education 
which resulted in one of the closest 
races in the history of the school board 
for four of the contenders. 
According to tabulations which are 
unofficial, two-term board m em ber 
Thomas Elsea was unseated by a slim 
margin. Incumbent Dr. Robert Liggett 
claimed the highest total of votes with 
1,953. 
First-tim e contender for the board, 
John H. Farthing, was the second 
highest vote getter. He totaled 1,810 of 
the votes cast. 
The tight race was between Elsea 
and Robert M. Johnson who was also 
running for the board for the first time. 
Johnson won the seat on the board by 
seven votes. His total was 1,761 over 
Elsea’s 1,754. 
Other contenders for the board were 
Joseph F. McGowan who ran for the 
board two years ago and Lemoyne 
V anV liet, 
the 
low 
vote 
g etter. 
McGowan took 1,335 votes and Mrs. 
Van Vliet, 984. 
Farthing, a local attorney, ran on the 
platform proposing “a new look to 
some old problem s.” 
Teays Valley School Board will also 
see some changes after the election. 
Top vote getter was incumbent Janet 
Bluck with 1,292 votes. Harold Peters, 
also an incumbent, ran second in the 
race with 1,163 votes. Richard Myers 


unseated board m em ber E v erett 
Beers by 200 votes. Myers claimed 
1,062 of the votes as opposed to Beers’ 
862. Other contenders for the board 
were Elisabeth Herdman who gar­ 
nered 787 votes and Michael Lombardo 
with 734 votes. 
Both the IjOgan Elm and Westfall 
Boards of Education incumbents ran 
unopposed and 
w ere re-elected. 
Donalk K. Bower and Virginia Wood, 
Ixigan Elm board members took 839 
and 767 votes respectively.

“ More important than a stunning 
defeat, results on Issues 2, 3, 4, and 5 
represent clear victory for common 
sense, ” said I X . Gov. Richard Celeste, 
one of the issues’ chief opponents. 


“ In spite of an unprecedented $2 
million propaganda blitz, the people 
have indicated they are not interested 
in inflated promises and expensive 
program s,” Celeste said. 
“There remains a challenge for 
those of us who opposed these issues to 
exam ine carefully every possible 
prudent alternative to put Ohioans 
back to work and to strangthen the 
economy of our state,” he said. 


The two bond issues proposed by the 
governor included $2,75 billion for 
capital improvements and $1.75 billion 
for transportation, principally high­ 
ways. 
Both would have hiked taxes, the 
capital improvements issue raising the 
sales tax from 4 to 4.7 cents and the 
tran sp o rta tio n issue raising the 
gasoline tax from 7 to 7.9 cents per 
gallon. 
That was seen as crucial by op­ 
ponents. who said the voters’ decision 
was mainly a repudiation of any 
heavier taxation. But opponents also 
claimed the vote represented a set­ 
back for Rhodes personally. 
State Democratic Chairman Paul 
Tipps said the governor had waged 
such an intensive campaign that the 
results “would have to hurt him politi­ 
cally He had too much on the line.”

Barnhill polled slightly more than 60 
per cent of the vote, garnering 1818 
votes 
to 
1141 
for 
D em ocratic 
challenger Robert Bensonhaver 
The solid support for Bensonhaver, a 
political newcomer, surprised most 
political observers in the city. He 
captured one of the 13 precincts, 2-A, 
by a 105 to 87 margin. 
“ I look at this as an endorsement for 
a 
continuation 
of 
a 
good 
a d ­ 
ministration," Barnhill said. "To me it 
means that the people of Circleville 
want to continue to see the town grow 
in both size and stature.” 
Barnhill, 54, is a life-long resident of 
the city. He served eight years on city 
council before deciding to seek the 
m ayor’s position four years ago. 
In another contested city race, in­ 
cumbent 
auditor 
Marvene 
Turner 
scored a 1781 to 1186 victory over 
D em ocratic ch allen g er 
K athleen 
Hoffman. 
Mrs. Turner, who has held the office 
for 16 years, carried all of the voting 
precincts except 2-B and 4-C, where 
Mrs. Hoffman gained slight m argins 
Elected to serve the city as coun- 
cilmen-at-large are David Crawford, 
Tommy Wells, and Glen S. Jones. 
Crawford, the top vote-getter of the 
five candidates, pulled down 
1754 
votes. Wells had 1671 and Jones polled 
1452. 
The closest challenge was by Donald 
Greeno, who captured 1323 votes. B. J. 
Thompson collected 1106 votes for the 
post. 
Unopposed candidates were actually 
the top vote-getters in the election. 
John 
Adkins, running as city 
solicitor, received 2182 votes; Joe Bell 
.seeking the council president post had 
2147 votes; first ward councilman 
David Goldschmidt polled 922 votes 
from four precincts, John Jenkins, 
running as the only second ward 
candidate, collected 525 votes, and 
Harold Hoffman picked up 346 votes in 
winning the uncontested third ward 
seat. 
Council 
will 
have 
to 
select 
a 
representative from the fourth ward as 
there were no candidates. 
Voter turn-out was good for the 
election, according to poll workers who 
noted that about 65 per cent of the 
registered voters in the city visited the 
voting machines. 
Of the 4616 registered voters, 2967 
voted. 
The percentage was slightly lower in 
the county, where 62 per cent of all the 
registered voters participated.

In Columbus, where the school 
district faces a federal court suit next 
month charging board officials with 
illegal segregation, voters returned all 
four incumbents, retaining a 4-3 white 
majority on the board. 
The conservative Serving Our 
Schools (SOS) committee in Dayton 
won two of three vacant seats on the 
board to retain control.

m em bers, who oppose “criss-cross 
busing,” have asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court to review their rejected plan for 
racial balance. 
In Cincinnati, where desegregation 
was an issue in two straight school 
board elections, the Better Neigh­ 
borhood School C om m ittee kept 
control with the re-election of board 
President Virginia Griffin, although 
the opposition Better Schools Com­ 
mittee won the other two available 
seats. 
The 
desegregation 
issue 
was 
downplayed in Cincinnati this year, 
but still lingered in a slow-moving 
federal court action. The case was 
lodged by the NAACP after the board 
failed to implement a total integration 
plan in 1973. 
The Columbus plan, a voluntary 
busing program in which about 3 per 
cent of the student enrollment par­ 
ticipates, was defended by two white 
board incumbents who were re-elect­ 
ed. 
Paul I^angdon and Marilyn Redden 
said they would fight any lower court 
desegregation ruling all the way to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
Two black incumbents who won new 
term s, Dr. David D. Hamlar and 
Marie Cattleman eontendpd that the 


Columbus plan was an inadequate al­ 
ternative. 
The SOS 
committee 
in 
Dayton 
needed to capture only one seat to hold 
control but had two winners, board 
President William Goodwin and in­ 
cumbent Phillip Sparks. 


But the biggest vote-getter in the 
field of nine candidates was Leo A. 
Lucas, a member of the opposing 
Citizens for Better Schools group, 
which said 
it would 
rescind 
the 
Supreme Court appeal if it won control 
of the board. 
The two other winners in Cincinnati 
were Edward A. Geers and John S. 
Rue, both candidates of the Citizens 
School Committee, author of an in­ 
tegration plan which Mrs. Griffin’s 
group ignored after it won control of 
the board. 
However, the opposition played 
down the integration issue in this 
election and said they would defend the 
school system against the NAACP suit. 
Both the Dayton and Cincinnati 
appeals are based on a 1967 decision by 
the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
that said school systems are not re­ 
sponsible for racial imbalances caused 
by changing housing patterns within 
the city.

The strongest Republican challenge 
for the governorship of Mississippi in 
this century ended in a photo finish 
today and Kentucky Gov. Julian Car­ 
roll survived an antibusing backlash 
threat in off-year elections. Women 
were elected lieutenant governors in 
the two states. 
With nearly 80 per cent of the 
Mississippi vote counted, Democrat 
Cliff Finch had 50.5 per cent of the 
total, polling 268,300 to 248,490 for 
Republican Gil Carmichael. 
B lack 
independent H enry 
Jay 
Kirksey held the balance with 14,392 
votes and threatened to throw the race 
into the state House of Representatives 
if Finch’s lead slipped below an ab­ 
solute m ajority in the final returns. 
The voters in both Kentucky and 
M ississippi 
picked 
women 
as 
lieutenant governors Tuesday. But the 
women’s 
rights cause suffered 
a 
stunning setback when voters in New 
Jersey and New York rejected state 
versions of the federal Equal Rights 
Amendment. 
With New York’s fiscal problems on 
the minds of voters, a number of large 
bond issues lost, including a record 
$4.5 billion package in Ohio, $922 mil­ 
lion in New Jersey and $250 million in 
New York. 
The D em ocrats kept legislative 
control in four states: 
Kentucky, 
Mississippi, New Jersey and Virginia. 
As is usual the year before a 
presidential 
election, 
T uesday’s 
widely scattered contests produced 
mixed results. There were no national 
trends and few surprises. 
The Republicans had placed their 
m ajo r em phasis on 
M ississippi. 
Carmichael, a 48-year-old Meridian 
businessman, ran a strong race there 
against Sen. Jam es o. Eastland in 
1972. Finch, a Batesville attorney, had 
been the surprise winner of two rounds 
of Democratic primaries. 
The s ta te ’s lieutenant governor 
contest was m ore one-sided 
as 
Democrat Evelyn Gandy, 55, now 
insurance com m issioner, whipped 
Republican Mayor Bill Patrick of 
lau rel. 
In K entucky, D em ocrat C arroll 
easily won a full four-year term in the

inherited 
when 
his 
predecessor, Wendell Ford, went to the 
U.S. Senate. The 44-year-old Carroll, a

attorney

racial 
moderate, piled up big m argins in 
predom inantly D em ocratic ru ral 
areas and held down 
Republican 
Robert Gable’s expected big m argins 
in the suburbs surrounding louisville. 
Both candidates had deplored the 
court-ordered busing that rocked that 
city this fall. But the anti-incumbent 
backlash feared by Carroll supporters 
never materialized. 
In the lieutenant governor’s race, 
Thelma Stovall, 56, now secretary of 
state, defeated her male Republican

In the day’s m ajor municipal con­ 
tests, winners included Mayors Kevin

In Boston, the 46-year-old White won 
a third term over state Sen. Joseph 
Timilty, 37, by about 7,500 votes out of 
some 150,000 cast. 
As in Kentucky, the two candidates 
took roughly sim ilar positions on the 
local busing controversy, criticizing 
the eourtordered plan while urging 
that the law be obeyed. 
In other large cities, Mayor Fred 
Hofheinz led four rivals in Houston but 
failed to get 50 per cent and will vie in a 
runoff against his closest challenger,

In San Francisco, state Sen. George 
Moscone led an 11-candidate field, 
clinching a spot in the Dec. ll runoff.

nonpartisan election. 
In Ohio, the $4.5 billion bond package 
proposed by Republican Gov. Jam es 
A. Rhodes to revitalize the state’s 
economy lost by a 4 to I margin. “The 
people of Ohio have spoken, and I will 
abide by their decision,” Rhodes said. 
In New Jersey, Democratic Gov. 
Brendan Byrne blamed “ President 
Ford’s harsh treatm ent of the New 
York Problem ” for the rejection of 
$922 million in bond issues. 
The New York and New Jersey votes 
against state equal rights proposals, 
meanwhile, were seen as a m ajor blow 
to hopes for ratification of a national 
equal rights amendment. 
Ruth Clusen, national president of 
the League of Women Voters, said it 
means “we must redouble our efforts” 
to get approval in four additional state 
legislatures. So far, 34 states have 
approved the amendment; approval 
by 38 of the 50 states ratifies a con­ 
stitutional amendment.

Solving problems is a human 
pastim e. 
Individuals 
and 
nations do it all the time. Only 
when the problems take on the 
dimensions of the energy 
crunch do some people throw 
up their hands and say it 
cannot be solved. 


Of course it can — and will 
— be solved, perhaps in ways 
not now contemplated. After 
all, people living in the latter 
half of the 20th century are not 
the first to be confronted with 
an energy problem. 


In the first half of the 19th 


century, when the industrial 
revolution was revving up, a 
serious oil shortage arose.

The problem at that 
was an

W h a t e v e r 
s o l u t i o n s 
eventually

Successfully 
harnessing 
the 
sun certainly would rank in the 
same class, and that is only 
one of many ideas receiving 
heavy attention right now. 


Conservation 


The room was almost plain. There 
were two windows, curtained in white, 
flanked by brown plush drapes. A desk 
between the windows had carved faces 
down the sides. The ceiling held a 
crystal chandelier with six lights. 
Francisco Franco sat small in a high- 
back chair. 
He pursed his pink mouth and tapped 
his fingers together before his face. He 
spoke to me through Senor Martin- 
Gamero of the Foreign Office. Franco 
was an anachronism. He would have 
been old-fashioned in the Middle Ages. 
He drew little joy from living. He ate 
when the clock said so, and he ate 
whatever was put before him. In 
summer, when I interviewed him, he 
often left the Palacio Ay etc to fish for 
tuna off the big snowy yacht “ Azor.” 
Franco’s left hand had a ridge scar. 
A hunting rifle had misfired. As we 
talked, he stroked the left hand with 
the 
right. 
He 
smiled, 
not 
with 
amusement, but to be polite. He had 
many gold teeth. 
He saw the civil war as a death 
struggle between Communism and a 
Catholic kingdom. The world saw the 
same war as a fight between a 
Republican government and Franco’s 
Fascism. “If we are Fascist,” he said 
softly, "why didn’t Spain join her 
neighbors — Italy and Germany — at 
war?” 
“ A few silken hairs bent in ballet on 
his head. The civil war, he said, had 
caused Europe to divorce itself from 
Spain. His country 
must rejoin 
Europe. The United States, with its big 
leased airbases in Spain, had done 
much for his country. “ A thing,” he 
said, “one expects from a powerful 
friend.” 
The Foreign Office had requested 
that I not mention death. “What kind of 
a Spain will you leave when you are 
gone?” I said. Minister Martin- 
Gamero translated the question with a 
stuttering tremor. 
“Ah,” El Caudillo said, pleased. “I 
will leave Spain steady and stable. 
“The country will be strong and it will 
be a part of Europe.” 
“Will it be a kingdom?” “Spain will 
respond to what the people want.” 
“What do the people want?” “We live 
in tradition. Spain is a kingdom. The 
tradition will continue.” 
He held up an admonishing finger. 
The brown eyes appeared to be bigger 
than the small face. “ But it will be a 
kingdom adapted to the needs of the 
people. A social justice monarchy. 
There will be limitations.” 
“What limitations?” Franco said 
some princes are not suited to be 
monarchs. This would be Don Jaime, a 
deaf mute. If a king failed in health or 
temperament, a 1947 law of succession 
would allow a council of ministers to 
declare the king’s incapacitation to the 
Cortes, the Spanish parliament. He 
would be removed. 
I mentioned eligible princes. When I

said “Don Juan Carlos” he nodded and 
smiles. The people will have their king 
and be able to eat him, too. He will be a 
ceremonial man. 


I said I had been to El Valle de los 
Caidos. He seemed enthused. Franco 
desired to speak about The Valley of 
the Fallen. It is, quite literally, the 
eighth wonder of the world. 


In the mountains outside Madrid, 
Generalissimo Franco did his penance 
to God for the war. He carved a 
cathedral inside a mountain. It is 
made of marble and granite and is 18- 
feet longer than St. Peter’s in Rome. In 
solitude, Franco cut heavy branches 
from a nearby tree and carved a cross. 
The dying Christ was nailed to it. 
Franco’s work hangs over the main 
altar. 


He invited the dying soldiers of both 
sides of the civil war to be buried in the 
walls. They are stripped naked so that 
no one can tell on which side they 
fought. There are 50,000. 
For the first time, Franco seemed 
animated. He spoke in rapid whispers. 
He asked if I had seen this, observed 
that. On top of the mountain is a 220- 
foot granite cross. A sports car could 
traverse the cross-arm. He went back 
to fishing. “I caught a 202-kilo tuna last 
week.” The taffrail of his yacht was 
high. He would need six strong men to 
boat such a fish. 
“ America” I said, “is a friend. 
Sometimes friends hurt each other. 
Have 
we 
done 
anything 
to

Spain?” He nodded. “Yes,” he said 
softly. “Once. The Spanish-American 
war.” . . . 
Director Praises 
Toledo Museum 


TOLEDO, Ohio (AP) — For almost 
half of his life, Kansas City-born Otto 
Wittmann has been associated with the 
Toledo Museum of Art, first as its as­ 
sociate director and later as director. 
His contacts made nearly 30 years 
ago as an OSS agent attached to a 
counter-intelligence 
unit 
which 
identified and recovered works of art 
stolen by the Germans during World 
War II helped him double the mu­ 
seum’s collection and gain for it 
national and international acclaim. 
More 
than 
IO 
years 
ago, 
he 
assembled for the Toledo museum an 
exhibition of 17th Century French art, 
but he has topped this with a much 
heralded and unprecedented show of 
18th Century works, entitled “the Age 
of Louis XV French Painting 1710- 
1774,” which will run until Dec. 7. 
It will be on exhibit in only one other 
American city, in the Chicago Art 
Institute from Jan. IO to Feb. 22. 
The exhibit includes a total of 125 
paintings, 90 of them from France and 
elsewhere in Europe and the others 
from North America and from the 
Toledo museum’s own collection. Most 
of the 90 paintings from France and 
other points in Europe have never been 
seen in America. 
Wittmann says he wanted to include 
the Metropolitan Museum of New York 
in the exhibit when he first thought of 
the idea IO years ago, but officials 
there “had other plans.” 
One of his close friends is Pierre 
Rosenberg, curator of paintings at the 
louvre National Museum of Paris, 
which was completed during the 18th 
Century-. 
Rosenberg, a renowned authority on 
the history of French painting, loaned 
Wittmann 
20 
paintings 
from 
The 
louvre and also wrote a 300-page text 
to accompany the exhibit. 
They'll Do It Every Time 


The exhibit has drawn national and 
international attention, and Rosenberg 
himself attended the opening last 
week. 
The 64-year-old Harvard trained 
Wittmann has had job offers from 
almost every major museum in the 
United States, including those in New 
York, Philadelphia and Boston. He 
says he has preferred to remain in 
Toledo because of the educational 
program offered by the museum and 
because of the large reserve of funds 
set aside for acquiring art by glass pio­ 
neer Edward Drummond Libbey, the 
founder and principal benefactor of the 
75-year-old museum. 
“Our educational program is the 
largest and most important,” he says. 
“You have to know the past to un­ 
derstand the present.” 
The museum pioneered in art 
education programs for children and 
adults. As many as 2,000 children 
attend special Sunday classes. The 
Toledo museum also offers a full 
curriculum in art and art history for 
thousands of students at the University 
of Toledo. 
M ortg age 
Firm Faces 
Suspension 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The federal 
government says it plans to suspend 
the nation’s biggest mortgage com­ 
pany from issuing new mortgages in­ 
sured by the Federal Housing Adm- 
nistration. 
The Department of Housing and 
Urban 
Development 
announced 
Monday it has proposed a 188-day 
suspension of Advance Mortgage Co. 
of Detroit, a subsidiary of Citicorp, the 
holding company 
for the 
nation’s 
second largest bank, First National 
City Bank of New York. 
HUD officials said Advance was one 
of at least five mortgage companies 
under investigation. 
The alleged abuses cited in a letter of 
charges sent to Advance included 
assertions that the company levied 
excessive fees, did not provide 
adequate protection for federally 
insured homes after abandonment by 
buyers unable to meet payments and 
failed to respond to queries from 
buyers in trouble over their payments. 


Carla A. Hills, secretary of housing 
and urban development, has said in­ 
vestigations by a HUD task force in the 
Chicago area and by the agency’s 
inspector-general nationwide have 
shown that in many cases the mort­ 
gage companies “did not adequately 
fulfill their responsibilities.” 
The investigations, prompted by a 
series 
of 
stories 
in 
the 
Chicago 
Tribune, have turned up evidence that 
mortgage companies are foreclosing 
without giving buyers a fair chance to 
make up deficiencies, are charging 
both 
the 
government 
and 
buyers 
higher foreclosure fees than justified 
and are perm itting property 
to 
deteriorate after forcing out the 
buyers.

Speaking Of Your Health

“I have colitis” is a common com­ 
plaint that patients offer to their 
doctors, without really knowing what 
colitis means. It seems to be a word 
that is bandied about frequently. 
Occasional bouts of intestinal upset, 
marked constipation or diarrhea 
cannot 
necessarily 
be 
labeled 
“colitis.” 
The term 
“ colitis” should be 
reserved for an actual inflammation or 
infection of the colon, or large in­ 
testine. This part of the lower in­ 
testinal tract can become inflamed by 
the parasites that cause amebic 
dysentery and by viruses and bacteria. 
It is also well established that severe 
emotional distress and psychological 
disturbances play an inportant role in 
the production and the persistence of 
colitis. 
Chronic constipation 
and 
severe 
allergy to food can also cause the 
irritation and inflammation of the 
delicate lining of the large intestine. 
The diagnosis of colitis requires 
intensive study. X-rays of the lower 
bowel and microscopic examination of 
the stool for blood, parasites and 
bacteria can establish the diagnosis if 
the condition is really present. 
Sometimes it is necessary to use an 
instrument, the proctoscope, for direct 
viewing of the lining of the lower 
bowel. 


Chronic ulcerative colitis, a disease 
of major importance, can now be 
treated 
effectively 
with 
cortisone, 
ACTH, the sulfa drugs and the an­ 
tibiotics. 
We have entered into a new era of 
hope for patients who formerly might 
be permanently invalid by this con­ 
dition. 
In addition to these established 
means of treatment, readjustment of 
living patterns is also recommended. 


Can a tattoo be removed by plastic 
surgery?

Dear Mr. F .: 
Surgery, abrasion techniques and 
chemicals have been tried, without 
great success, to remove these telltale 
evidences of youthful errors. 
Many people who regret their 
adolescent impulse to submit to tat­ 
tooing seek, in later years, to have 
these marks removed. 
Despite the fact that tattooing is 
illegal in many states, there are still 
those people who will ferret out places 
to have it done. 
In the hope that I will deter persons 
from being tattooed it should be em­ 
phasized 
that 
syphilis 
and, 
more 
especially, hepatitis can result from 
poorly sterilized needles sometimes 
used in this process.

NEW YORK (AP) — America seems 
to be doing some very basic research 
into, among other things, the nature of 
its business, financial and political 
institutions, and appears to be in a 
mood to redefine and reconstruct 
them. 
The process already is under way 
and, if you believe that pollsters ac­ 
curately reveal the mind of the people, 
that process is likely to continue, 
painful though it sometimes is. 
We are seeking to clarify the duties 
of city, state and federal governments, 
asking ourselves if business should 
assume added social responsibilities, 
wondering if we should dissolve the big 
stock exchange and, in the interests of 
fairness, replace them with electronic 
computers. 
These are only a few of the issues. 
We are asking some similar questions 
about our personal finances. We made 
great material advances during the 
1960s, 
but 
we 
got 
inflation 
and 
pollution. “Is this the good life?” we 
ask. 
Following a huge increase in debt 
during the past decade or so, fiscal 
integrity is now much on the minds of 
people. 
One pollster reports that many in­ 
terviews last week were volunteering 
that “we have to practice financial 
common sense in our family, so let the 
governments practice it too.” 
You can always spot cycle and 
trends and trends within trends if you 
look long enough at charts or statistics 
or other masses of evidence. Analysts 
do it all the time in the stock market 
and make a good living at it. 
You must be careful, however, that 
you aren ’t just spotting chance 
designs, as many a stock analyst does, 
but instead, something of significance. 
It may take the perspective of history 
to reveal the pattern of the 1970s, but 
this much now seems certain: 
Like it or not, a time of reckoning 
seems to have been resented. It isn’t so 
much that the tough questions were 
asked but that events left little choice 
but to come up with answers to 
questions we have hidden from. 
Perhaps most pressing at the 
moment is the question of determining 
the responsibilities to each other of 
city, state and federal governments, a 
consideration presented in acute di­ 
mensions by

financial mess. 
Involved in this argument are many 


other issues — who pays for welfare, 
can economic society continue 
to 
satisfy the rising aspirations of people, 
should bondholders continue to have

We are also asking ourselves about 
what role business and financial in­ 
stitutions must play, 
not 
just 
in 
relation to New York City but in regard 
to the entire American society. 
All these matters now are being 
considered. We didn’t seek them out — 
in fact, we even tried to deny their 
existence. But procrastination inev­ 
itably leads to a day of reckoning, and 
with luck insight and determination, to 
solutions. 
Electrical 
Costs Rise 
On Farms 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The cost of 
electricity used by farmers has gone 
up one-third since the energy crunch 
hit two years ago, according to Agri­ 
culture Department surveys. 
Fu rth er, says 
USDA, 
farm ers 
continue to use an increasing amount 
of electricity, meaning that their total 
spending for electric power has gone 
up even more sharply. 


A midyear survey showed that the 
average farm electric bill last summer 
was $35.40 per month, up 23 per cent 
from $28.80 during the same period in 
1974 and more than 46 per cent above 
the mid-1973 average of $24.20 a month. 
The amount of electricity used this 
year was 1,149 kilowatt-hours (KWH) 
against 1,084 in the summer of 1974 and 
1,048 
in 
mid-1973, 
USDA 
records 
showed today. 


Electricity costs and use vary widely 
across the country, however, 
and 
officials emphasized that the over-all 
figures are 
statistical 
averages 
compiled to show general changes 
from year to year. 
fr armers in California used the most 
electricity - an average of 4,800 KWH 
per month costing 3.1 cents per KWH 
— while those in West Virginia used 630 
KWH at an average price of 3.2 cents 
each. 


Farm electricity cost the most in 
New Hampshire at 4.5 cents per KWH 
and the least in Washington state 
where users paid an average of 1.6 
cents the past summer. Rates are 
traditionally lower in areas where 
electricity can be generated by water 
plower, such as in the northwest, and 
higher in those which rely greatly on 
fossil fuels such as petroleum and coal 
for generation.

Sub. S. B. 162 has been termed a 
“Bill of Rights for the Handicapped.” 
It prohibits discrimination against the 
handicapped in employment, use of 
public accommodations or housing 
practices, by insurance companies in 
issuing policies. The bill requires 
provision for special license plates and 
parking locations near public buildings 
where parking is provided, driver’s 
training courses for the handicapped, 
and obstruction-free voter polling and 
registration places. 
The term handicapped (one who is 
without the use of one or both arms, 
legs, or combination thereof, who is 
blind or deaf, or who is so disabled as 
to require crutches or wheelchair) 
would be added to the Civil Rights 
Commission Law which prohibits 
discrimination based on race, color, 
religion, sex, national origin, and 
ancestry. 
Sub. S. B. 162 would not require the 
handicapped to be employed or trained 
where the disability significantly in­ 
creases occupational hazards or 
legitimately reduces job performance. 
Further it would not require a person 
selling or renting property to modify it 
for handicapped tenants, nor to 
exercise greater than normal care for 
handicapped tenants. Neither would it 
excuse handicapped persons from 
meeting all contractual obligations. 
Under present law if a child is 
determined 
by State Board 
of 
Education standards to be “incapable 
of profiting substantially from further 
instruction” in public schools, the 
superintendent of that school district 
must place the child under the 
supervision of a visiting teacher or 
attendance officer as long as the child 
is of compulsory school age. 
Am. Sub. H.B. 455 requires iden­ 
tification and training of all mentally 
handicapped youngsters and by 
removing the concept of “inability to 
profit substantially from further in­ 
struction.” The Superintendent of 
Public Instruction would determine, 
subject to Board standards, which 
children are eligible for transfer to a 
state 
approved 
program. 
The 
Superintendent would also be required 
to establish procedures for appeal by 
parents of such a child should they 
object to the transfer. 
While the placement is in effect 
attendance of at least 180 days per 
year by the child and annual con­ 
sultation 
between the 
program 
supervisor and appropriate principal 
of the residence school district would 
be mandatory. A minimum age limit of 
three would be established for all 
physically, mentally or emotionally 
qualified children. The present 
minimum age limits are 3 years for 
physically handicapped children and 5 
years for the mentally or emotionally 
handicapped. 
Special education programs are 
mandated for all school districts, but 
not all have complied with Board 
standards. Sub. H.B. 455 would allow 
for contracting with qualified private 
training programs or attendance in a 
qualified school district. 
The dependents of handicapped 
persons are also affected by the parent 
or guardian’s disability. Existing 
statutes allow scholarship aid for the 
children of a permanently and totally 
disabled veteran providing the veteran 
was an Ohio resident at the time of 
entry into the Armed Forces; and the 
child is between 16 and 21 years of age, 
in financial need, recommended by the 
principal of his or her high school, and 
has lived in Ohio for at least one year. 
Am. S.B. 270 grants eligibility for 
war orphan scholarships to children of 
deceased or disabled veterans, 
regardless of residence at time of 
entry into the Armed Forces, and 
extends the residency requirement for 
children of non-residents to 5 years.

News Of Interest To Women

A BICENTENNIAL FEATURE 
Van Cleaf’s “ History of Pickaway 
County” , published in 1906 says of the

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the Monday Club takes precedence in 
matter of age, it having maintained its 
existence longer than any literary 
society 
which 
has 
ever 
been 
established in Circleville.” Today, 
Monday Club has passed its 85th birth­ 
day and members still meet twice 
monthly during the club season from 
September through the second week of 
May. 
It would seem fitting that Mrs. 
Howard Jones, a charter member, was 
to write one of the first, if not the very 
first, history of the organization in 
1929 
We feel that this treasured document 
tells of the trials and triumphs of the 
Monday Club in a more charming and 
witty way than most of our present day 
members would dare. To quote: 
“ The birth day of the Monday Club, 
the day on which its authentic history 
begins, was September I, 1890. 
“ About the year 1890, when the in­ 
vention of labor saving devices was 
releasing women from much of the 
drudgery of housekeeping, and thus 
leaving her spare time for the im­ 
provement of her mind, all over the 
country women’s clubs were springing 
up. In those days, few women had a 
college training and we gladly em­ 
braced the opportunity of gathering 
into groups to remedy this deficiency. 
(To this writer it would seem spare 
time’ was gained from the availability 
of domestic help rather than from 
mechanical labor-saving devices as we 
know them.) 
“ During the winter a few congenial 
spirits met from time to time to enjoy a 
series 
of 
lectures 
on 
English 
Literature and at the close of the 
course, it was decided to continue the 
work, and form a club for the studv of 
History and Literature.” 
The summer of 1890 found the 
erst while ladies studying the Life and 
Works of Washington Irving. They, 
also, decided to draft a constitution 
and prepare a program for study in the 
fall. At a meeting held Sept. I, 1890 at 
the home of Mary O. Smith “ the im­ 
portant business of adopting a Con­ 
stitution occupied most of the time.” 
The 
first 
programs 
were 
also 
distributed at this meeting, the title 
“ Greece and Italy.” (Copies of this 
and other program booklets, as well as 
the original minute book, may be seen 
in the Schreiner Studio windown 
commemorating the Bicentennial.) 
The slate of officers elected for the 
first year was: 
Alice 
Pedrick, 
president; Nell Trask, vice president; 
Lydia Drum, secretary and Nannie 
Marfield, treasurer. 
Mrs. Jones continues her history by 
writing: “ Thus was launched the good 
ship “ Monday Club” . To our first 
president, Alice Pedrick, is due much 
of the credit for the future success of 
the Club, for her efficient guiding of 
the frail barque through the tem­ 
pestuous waters of that first voyage. 
Three times has the same firm hand 
kept the wheel steady, and steered 
clear of shallow waters, where rocks 
awaited to wreck the ship, and that we 
are now sailing on placid waters, 
under clear skies, is due largely to her 
capable management. 
“ In the thirty-nine years of our Club 
life we have visited (in study) all the 
continents, and most of the islands of 
the world. This required thorough 
preparation, both for leader and 
followers, and we studied in those 
days. What mattered it if buttons were 
missing from Tommie’s shirt, or if 
Bettie’s stockings did have a hole in 
the heel? The Monday Club program 
stared us in the face when we sat down, 
and like Banquo’s ghost would not 
down. An uneasy conscience gave us 
no peace. 
“ The motto of the Club, although an 
unofficial one, seemed to be: “ Plan 
more than you can do, Then do it; Bite 
off more than you can chew, Then

chew it; Hitch your wagon to a star, 
Keep your seat, and there you are.” 
Delegates from the Monday Club 
attended the first meeting of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
in 1893 and in 1894 went to a meeting to 
form the Ohio Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. They became charter members 
of both organizations impelling Mrs. 
Jones to write: “ thus enjoying the 
unique distinction of ante-dating our 
Mother and our Grandmother.” 
Great emphasis continued to be 
directed to study and self betterment. 
But an ever broadening interest in the 
community was bom. When the first 
Christmas Seal Campaign was carried 
on early in this century, Monday Club 
entered the contest for the sale of the 
most seals. As first place in the State of 
Ohio, the salary of a District Health 
Nurse was paid for a limited time. 
Irater Monday Club members were 
among those who formed the Cir­ 
cleville Benevolent Society to provide 
funds for the continued services of the 
Health Nurse. The first nurse was Miss 
Charlotte Phelps who continued ser­ 
vice in this community for many 
years. 
Long before the term “ Women’s 
Lib” came into popular speech, Mrs. 
Jones states in the closing remarks of 
her history: 
“ a new dawn 
was 
breaking; 
a 
renaissance 
of 
womanhood, woman coming into her 
own, and rising to heights hitherto 
undreamed of. How would we use this 
new freedom? The answer is all about 
us, in the thousands of women’s clubs 
dotted all over the globe.” 
Un the occasion of the seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the club, Mrs. Anna 
Chandler, the very capable historian 
who is still serving in that capacity, 
prepared "History of The Monday 
Club, 1929-1965.” 
Mrs. Chandler reviews the study 
programs of various years in that 
period, mentioning titles such as : 
“ Roads 
to 
Peace” , 
“ Land 
of 
Prom ise” “ America Remembers” 
Biography” , “ America Remembers” 
etc. There appeared to be a special 
interest in music with a club chorus, 
local 
groups 
and 
guests 
from 
Columbus, Chillicothe and Washington 
C. H. performing. In 1961, Lois Wittich, 
a young, local soprano was presented 
in recital at the Presbyterian church. 
Monday Club contributed to the 
North-West Territory celebration in 
1938. The club acted as hostess to the 
South East district of The Ohio 
Federation of Women’s Clubs in 1936 
and again in 1946. Other events of 
special interest was the celebration of 
the Golden Anniversary, March 4,1940 
and in 1948, the sponsorship of a 
project for the censoring of children’s 
movies. 
In 1910 the Monday Club had at­ 
tempted to assist in the forming of a 
historical society for Pickaway 
County. This was not possible at that 
time. In 1958, with the motto “ Don’t 
just sit there, do something” and the 
help of countless people in the area, an 
active historical society for the county 
was attained and a temporary room 
for museum displays was set up. 
Mrs. Ray W. Davis, a member of 
Monday Club, founded the Ohio 
Federation 
of 
Women’s 
Club’s 
“ legislation Days” in March, 1949. 
Every year since, Ohio clubwomen 
meet in each of the districts to discuss 
the “ pros and cons” of bills pending 
before the Ohio Assembly and the 
Congress. But perhaps the real Red 
letter Day of the club was in 1956 when 
Mrs. Davis was installed as President 
of the Ohio Federation of Women’s 
Clubs. 
In the past decade, 1965-1975, the 
club has tried to carry on the objects of 
the organizers: “ to widen the outlook 
of women, to keep in touch with the 
problems of the present, to make them 
more 
fam iliar 
with 
the 
great 
inheritance of the past, and to realize 
the responsibilities of citizenship.” 
It tries to widen the outlook by a 
study 
program. 
In 1974-1975, an­ 
ticipating the Bicentennial, the theme 


“ Breath of the Spirit” , a series of 
biographies of Americans who have 
influenced the United States during the 
past 200 years, was presented by the 
members. In the questing tradition of 
the founders, the 1975-1976 program is 
titled “ Third Century America” . By 
study and discussion the assigned 
paper writers hope to anticipate, in a 
small way, the steps America will take 
post-Bicentennial. 


After valiantly working for so many 
years to help establish a Museum and 
a meeting room, on Sept. 7, 1964, the 
club held its first session of the year in 
the 
new 
meeting 
room 
of 
The 
Pickaway County Historical Society. 


In 1972, the Monday Club and the 
Junior Women’s Club were joint 
hostesses for the Fall Conference of 
the Central Ohio River District, 
O.F.W.C. 


The club contributes to various local 
charities and to those sponsored by 
both the State and General Federation. 
They annually sell merchandise made 
by the blind of Ohio and the Ohioana 
Year Book. Members are active, in­ 
dividually, in the civic, educational 
and religious life of the community. 
A committee works diligently 
throughout the year screening ap­ 
plicants for various scholarships of­ 
fered by the local club, the Ohio 
Federation 
and 
the 
General 
Federation. 
Monday Club, after 85 years carries 
on its serious intent as spelled out by 
its founders with enough “ hap­ 
penings” to make attendance at every 
meeting almost obligatory. For 
example: One night a guest speaker 
presented a discourse on “ Tragedy” . 
An electrical storm raged outside and 
suddently the electrical current was 
interrupted, plunging the meeting 
room into darkness. Two resourceful 
members produced flashlights of 
ample size from their handbags and 
the program proceeded with scarcely 
a pause in the flow of words. 
And then there was a time when two 
members delivered another member, 
the speaker of the evening, in a wheel 
chair. The unfortunate lady had 
sustained an ankle injury in a fall, but 
it didn’t occur to her or to her cohorts 
to cancel the paper. 
Perhaps Banquo’s ghost still looks 
on!

Press Battles 
Closed Hearing 
In Emoff Case 


DAYTON, Ohio (AP) - The state 
Second District Court of Appeals was 
expected to decide at a hearing today 
whether to restrain a common pleas 
court judge from closing pretrial 
hearings in the Lester C. Emoff 
murder-kidnap case. 


Dayton Newspapers Inc. sought the 
action Tuesday in an appeal of Judge 
Stanley Phillips’ ruling to close the 
hearings in order to assure the three 
defendants in the case a fair trial. 


Attorneys representing The Journal 
Herald and the Dayton Daily News 
asked the court to temporarily restrain 
Phillips from closing the hearings until 
the appellate court can decide the case 
on its merits. 


Defense 
attorneys 
had 
asked 
Phillips to close the hearings because 
of massive publicity in the case. They 
expressed concern about additional 
publicity 
from 
a 
hearing 
on 
a 
statement that defendant Herman Lee 
Moore gave to police in which he 
allegedly implicated himself and the 
other two defendants. 


The legal issue is the right of the 
public to an open trial process and the 
right of a defendant to a fair trial. 


Newspaper attorneys contend the 
public is a party to a criminal trial and 
the crime against Emoff is a crime 
against the public at large. 
The defense and prosecutors argue 
that more publicity in the case can 
only result in prejudicing the right of 
the defendants to a fair and impartial 
trial. 


Moore, 46, Albert Lee Scott, 41, and 
Willis Leroy, 44, all of Dayton, are 
charged with aggravated murder, 
kidnapping and extortion. 
Emoff, owner of three area furniture 
stores, 
was 
abducted 
in 
mid- 
September. After his family paid a 
$400,000 ransom, Emoff’s body, shot 
seven times, was found in a wooded 
area.

“The turnout buried us,” a Pinkney 
aide said. “If it had been 150,000 or 
160,000, we would have been in the ball 
park.”

Most of the troops stationed in the 
territorial capital have been sent north 
toward tile Moroccan border to repel 
the Moroccan m archers gathered in 
Tarfaya, 18 miles north of the border. 
Moroccan Prem ier Ahmed Osman, 
who left Madrid after meeting with 
Prince Juan Carlos, the acting Spanish 
chief of state, and other officials, said 
King Hassan II would start the march 
Thursday as scheduled. 
Sources in Morocco said Osman had 
tried unsuccessfully to get. the Spanish 
to give the m arch ers unopposed 
passage. 
“We are still exactly where we 
were,” a Spanish official in Madrid 
said. “ We have not changed our 
position at all.” 
Spain, prodded by Algeria, is holding 
out for a self-determination referen­ 
dum it proposes to hold next spring 
under United Nations auspices for the 
80.000 inhabitants of the Colorado-size 
territory. 
The Algerians, who want to put a 
railway across the territory from their 
deposits of iron ore in southwest 
Algeria to the Atlantic, expect the 
people to reject the claims of Morocco 
and M auritania to the territory and to 
choose independence.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Patricia 
Hearst, described by her attorney as

awaits a judge’s ruling on her mental 
competence to stand trial. 


U.S. District Court Judge Oliver J. 
Carter calls it “a most difficult and 
most complex question to decide,” but 
he promises to make the decision by- 
Friday. 
In the interim. Carter said he will re­ 
exam ine “ in great detail” three 
voluminous reports by the psychiatric 
panel which examined Miss Hearst. He 
called the documents "complex and 
extremely verbose.” 
Ole report concludes that Miss 
Hearst was "literally a prisoner of war 
for 20 months” and is suffering from a 
“traumatic neurosis,” her attorney 
said. 
But U.S. Atty. James Browning Jr. 
insisted that none of the reports 
showed her to be incompetent to stand 
trial immediately on federal charges 
of taking part in a bank robbery while 
she was a fugitive with the Symbionese 
liberation Army. Miss Hearst has not 
yet entered a plea on the charges. 
Miss Hearst, in court for the first 
time in six weeks for her competence 
hearing Tuesday, was pale but alert. 
She wore a plain brown pants suit and 
her hair hung limply to her shoulders. 
Blank-faced at her previous court 
sessions, she was more animated 
Tuesday, whispering and chatting with 
her attorneys. 
Miss Hearst’s parents, Randolph 
and Catherine Hearst, sat in the front 
row of the courtroom with daughters 
Vicki and Ann. But Patricia, seated at 
the counsel table, showed no reaction 
to their presence.

New York Debts W orry Suppliers 


NEW YORK (AP) - Phones are 
ringing busily at City Hall with 14,000 
suppliers from across the country 
calling to find out if financially hard- 
pressed New York will be able to pay 
for the $500 million worth of goods it 
has on order. 
That doesn’t count such capital 
items as $300 million worth of subway 
cars being built by the Pullman Co. in 
St. Ixniis.

'Slob' Hunters 
Grow ing Problem

Three young deer hunters stopped 
along a high bank across from where I 
stood thigh deep in the icy waters of a 
Michigan steelhead stream . They 
joked loudly among themselves about 
a “crazy fisherman” who would forego 
the opening day hunt on a biting 
November day for a chance to catch 
“an overgrown trout.” 
Suddenly their talk turned nasty and 
my concern turned to terror as the 
loudest of the trio raised his high- 
powered rifle and pointed it in my 
direction. 
I was helpless and we all know it. A 
shot cracked and the water IO yards 
upstream from me exploded from the 
impact of the slug. 
“Oops, missed,” taunted the loud­ 
mouth before he and his pals trudged 
off 
into 
the 
woods 
laughing 
uproariously over their prank. 
That was my first encounter with 
what is known as the “slob hunter,”a 
breed of outdoor outlaw who is 
becoming 
an embarrassment and 
growing threat to legitimate sports­ 
men. 
Ohio Wildlife Chief Dale Haney 
believes the lawbreaker represents a 
small minority of the total hunting 
fraternity but one that honest sports­ 
men must help control if hunting itself 
is to survive. 
The slob roams the fields at the same 
time as the conscientious hunter. 
Instead of respecting property and 
game laws, however, the outlaw tres­ 
passes, cuts or damages fences, kills 
game after hours or overshoots legal 
bag limits as if reasonable regulations 
were intended for everybody but him­ 
self. 
“Actually,” says Haney, “the hunter 
is often blamed for things he doesn’t 
do.” Litter, for example, can be 
dropped by anybody but the hunter 
frequently is accused unfairly for it. 
Moreover, only 287 persons were 
arrested in Ohio last year for hunting 
without permission. That total reflects 
the minority who are giving all hunters 
a bad name, Haney says. 
Still, he admits, “We are at a point 
where we must clean up our own back 
yard. It’s time for the guys who are 
getting the black eye to do something 
about it.” 
Haney is urging hunters to police 
their own ranks during the upcoming 
seasons by reporting game and 
property violations. If possible, he 
says, get the violator’s hunting or auto 
license number and report it to the 


county game protector who can be 
contacted through the local sheriff's 
department. 
I .and owners are encouraged to 
notify the game protector of hunters 
who trespass if willing to press 
charges. Wildlife officials are anxious 
to come when called but they are 
spread thin in most counties and they 
don't appreciate responding just to 
chase unwanted hunters off the land.

laziness,” Karami said in a radio 
address Tuesday. "In order to prove 
the contrary, it is imperative that you 
come to work early Wednesday.”

Interior Minister Camille Chamoun 
sent in an estimated WO army troops to 
bolster confidence that the cease-fire 
would hold.

(Tiristian who has long urged army 
intervention to halt the bloodshed, and 
Karami, a Moslem who refused to call 
in troops because most of their officers 
are Christians. 
The troops were on mixed patrols 
with paramilitary security forces. 
Karami called together a coor­ 


dination committee of security force 
commanders, politicians and leaders 
of the Palestinian guerrillas to arrange 
more guarantees for the ceasefire 
The city of 1.8 million people made a 
start at cleaning up. University 
students wearing gauze masks began 
picking up rotting garbage that had 
been strewn about the streets since the 
fighting began Others spread lye to 
reduce the stench. 
The U.S. Embassy said Washington 
was .sending $500,000 worth of medical 
supplies to be distributed by the 
American University hospital. Bagh­ 
dad Radio said the Iraqi government 
was sending $100,000 worth of food and 
medical supplies. Saudi Arabia and 
Kuwait were .sending similar aid.

Jacobs, a present village coun­ 
cilman, will retain his seat. Present 
mayor Wilbur Frazier did not seek 
reelection. 
Also in New Holland, voters gave 
Ray Hooks 186 votes in her unopposed 
bid to retain the clerk-treasurer’s post. 
However, in one of the closest races 
of the night for the two vacant council 
seats, Wesley Ruth and Ned Shaw 
were apparently elected. 
Ruth had little trouble, polling 165 
votes. But Shaw’s margin was one vote 
over Jerry Smith, who was also 
seeking the position. 
Smith was the apparent winner, 
according to the Pickaway County 
returns where he claimed 110 votes to 
105 for Shaw. However, West Holland 
voters went 20 to 14 in favor of Shaw to 
make up the margin of victory. 
In Tarlton, Karshner rebuked the 
challenges of incumbent Orville Berry 
and Albert McCain in gaining the 
mayorial post. 
He polled 62 votes to 35 for Berry and 
13 for McCain. 
Write-in candidate Roger Kellough 
polled eight votes and has been elected 
clerk-treasurer, and voters chose 
Northa Karshner (57 votes) and 
Herschel Salyers (88) to village 


council, and John Karr and Arnold 
Reichelderfer to the Board of Public 
Affairs. 
Ashville voters cast 342 votes in 
favor of incumbent mayor James 
Hopper, who was unopposed, and 388 
votes for incumbent clerk-treasurer 
Raymond Lindsey, also running 
unopposed. 
Richard P. Cook and George 
Forquer are the apparent winners in 
the three-way battle for two council 
vacancies. 
Cook polled 340 votes and Forquer 
had 253 votes to 238 for Marvin Hicks, 
an incumbent councilman. 


Max Cormany was appointed mayor 
of Ashville today upon the unexpected 
resignation of James Hopper, who had 
just been elected to the position 
Tuesday. 
Hopper, who was appointed in 
August, 1974, to fill the unexpired term 
of former mayor Harold Hartley, did 
not give a reason for his resignation. 
He did, however seek and win the post 
in Tuesday’s vote as an uncontested 
candidate. 
He 
apparently 
submitted 
the 
resignation in a letter to village council 
Monday night. 
Cormany, president of village 
council, assumed the appointment 
midnight Tuesday. 
Board of Elections officials said 
today that the president of council 
automatically steps up to the mayor’s 
position upon the resignation of the 
mayor. Council must appoint a 
president of council from within its 
ranks, 
and 
then appoint another 
council member. 
It is uncertain how long Cormany 
may serve or if a special election will 
be required in 1976 to select a mayor. 
The 49-year-old Cormany has im­ 
pressive credentials for the position, 
however, having served on council for 
IO years and as its president for more 
than a year. 
He was elected president of council 
when Hopper assumed Hartley's post.
